LONDON, March 28.—-Politically the 


past week has been a moat exciting one 
in England, the Matabelea, the speech 
of Joseph Chamberlain, the Transvaal 
and Madagascar, all afforded topics ol 
tirat class importance, and then came 
the resignation of the French minister 
lor foreign affairs, M. Berthelot, cap- 
,ping the news sheaf ol the week. In 
eome quarters considerable importance 
ifl attached to the resignation of M. 
Berthelot, and it is being interpreted ae 


f one of the outcomes of France's abortive 


action in attempting to prevent the use 
ol the Egyptian reserve fund for the 
expenses of the Xile expedition. 
It 


had been previously rumored that the 
Preach cabinet wag divided regarding 
the policy to be followed in regard to 
the liongoia expedition, uiid the result, 
which has been a decided rebuff to 
France, led to euch an outcry in the 
French 
press against the Bourgeois 


'cabinet, that somebody bad to be sacri- 
ficed in order to appease the public, and 
ao M. Berthelot, always looked upon as 
•somewhat of a Jonah, was thrown over- 
board. 


The Manjuis of Salisbury undoubt- 


edly scored over France 111 the matter, 
hut tbe feeling of satisfaction experi- 
enced must be considerably tempered by 
the knowledge that Germany's attitude 
is solely influenced by Italy's predica- 
ment and that there is no love lor Eng- 
land in her support of this country. In 
fact, the concensus of opinion of the for- 
•eign correspondence is that unless a 
change of relations occurs Germany is 
likely to leave Great Britain in the lurch 
at the Inter stage of the expedition, eg- 
peciall)' if, as appears not impossible, 
Italy is'compelled by public opinion to 
retire from Africa. 


The accounts given of the campaign 


by the wounded soldiers who have re- 
turned to Italy iiave increased tbe un- 
popularity of the African schemes, of 
•certain of Italy's statesmen, and there 
are evidences of a revival of aii agitation 
of proeecutinc the war. 


In regard to the situation in tbe 


TranHvaal, the (Jape Town dispatches to 
the Tniicx are most disturbing, and it is 
evident that something is jroing on 
which may lend to an explosion* of more 
iar-reaching consequences than tho 
Jameson affair. Everything points to 
the fact that'll 10 Transvaal la preparing 
for eouio struggle, and there is a feeling 
here that a rupture of amicable 'relations 
with tbe South African republic ia loom- 
ing up on the horizon tnoat clearly. 
It 


is believed tiiat President Ifruger can- 
.not be Induced to visit England. The 
itoere are arming and are listening en 
tiriily to the ndvfcn of German Advisers 
to be pleasant to the statesmen, and in 
abort, the South African situation is the 
cauee of extreme anxiety to financiers 
and others interested in that part of the 
world. There nro indications that the 
Boers of the Traiiavanl, the Orange Free 
.State and Capo Colony are making 
common cause ngainat Groat Britain, 
with tho result that England mny find 
that she baa mnte on her hands than 
the Transvaal diuiculty, ami that her 
enemies in South Africa 
would 
be 


backed by Germany. 


Under tlieau <M run instances it ia not 


strange that there is suspicion that the 
Matabele'e rising turns out to have been 
instigated by the native police, and in- 
directly or directly, the work of the 
enemies of Great Britain, and of course, 
the Dutch and German agents come in 
for blame. The rebellion of tho Mata- 
bele was quite unexpected, und has 
caused a decided sensation, tbe number 
of natives affected in estimated between 
eix-and eight thousand, but it in admit* 
ted the disturbance may spread to ir 
very much larger number, and that the 
situation which is already one of grav- 
ity ,;mai' call for the dispatch of regular 
troops to the c:ipe from India and Great 
Britain. 


Here it is thought the caemies of Mr. 


Cecil Rhodes, tho former premier of 
-Capii Colony, say he camo in for a share 
of the suspicion which seems at present 
to attach to almost evury thing and every- 
body connected with Soutii American 
affairs. 


When Mr. Rhodes left England re- 


cently for his homo it was significantly 
remarked that no great time would 
elapse before he would be heard in an- 
other role—the establishment of a South 
African republic under the protection of 
England,and he is said to be animated by 
a strong desire to do something brilliant 
which will wipe out the defeat of the 
British by the Boura, even if it id neces- 
sary in ad doing to wipe out the Boers 
themselves. Therefore, it is remarked 
that it is just possible that Mr. Khodes, 
and not the German or Dutch agents, ie 
responsible for tbe present uprising in 
Matabele land, and that it is quite prob- 
able disturbance may be made an ex- 
cuse for the sending of Rtrong reinforce- 
ments of British 
troopa into South 


Africa. The future will at once show if 
tliia-view of the case ia correct. 


Of itself, the uprisingof ttie Mutabelea 


should not be a difficult matter to han- 
dle, as it is CBtinm*ed 3000 to -1000 men 
who are thoroughly tried campaigners 
would speedily put it down', particularly 
as it is believed not the whole of the 
Malnheles are in revolution. A number 
of them migrated across the Soamsi 
after the late war, and there ia no dan- 
ger that they will return even at the re- 
quest of young Lobongula, who lias, it

do everything possible in order to en- 
able it to make Its examination as 
thorough and complete as desired, but 
Mr. Chamberlain refuses. 


"In my opinion, the effect of Mr. 


Long's bill will probably be to injure 
instead of benefiting the British farm- 
ers, as it will undoubtedly increase the 
trade in cattle which are killed at the 
ports of arrival. In the meanwhile, the 
passage ol the bill will not encourage 
Canada to hope that the matter will be 
reconsidered although I shall een Mr. 
Chamberlain again on the subject."

A FOG MACHINE. 


AN INVENTION FOB COMBATING 


FROSTS. 


Sail Jose Orchard is ts Interested in 


the Success of the 


Scheme. 


SAN JOSH, Marcli 28.—W. G. Ander- 


son, au orchardiat residing near this 
city, will at tbe fiiet opportunity put in 
operation hia fog producing machine for 
tbe purpose ot combating frost. The 
machine consists of a Bheetiron furnace 
placed on a sled. Half a dozen chii 
neys carry off the ainoko. Around the 
Front and sides in a wire netting which 
tiolde a packing of manure aud straw. 
On top of the furnace is a layer of tbe 
tame material which is kept wet from a 
tank of water. The bruah of the or- 
chard will be used io feed tho lire in the 
furnace. Anderson gave two imm cau 
work tho machine, and between tho 
hours of y and 0 a.m. can ruieo a bank 
of fan twenty feel high, enveloping un 
eighty-aero orchard. 
The trial of the 


fog machine is looked forward to with 
much concern by orcbardiats in thia 
vicinity, muny of whom have been rely- 
ing on fires as protection from a front, 
and if the experiment is a success froet 
will cause no alarm among ore hard lets 
hereafter.

CAI-K Tows, March 28.—A dispatch 


from ]iulawayo today announces that 
Frederick C. Celeous, the explorer, who 
left that town yesterday at tho head of a 
strong attachment of volunteers and po- 
lice, has engaged the enemy, killing a 
large number. 
Five troopers were 


killed. This prompt action of the au- 
thorities haa had a good effect upoa the 
rebeliouB Matabeles, who did not expect 
to be attacked BO eoon. The Matabeles 
Get iire to a large etore about forty miles 
from Bulawayo, and executed u medi- 
cine dance around'the flames. Trans- 
port riders are abandoning wagons in all 
directions and hurrying into the towns. 
Many fiendish murders have been re- 
ported. The settlers are terror-stricken 
and have abandoned their homes und 
are encamped in the lagers waiting to be 
rescued by the mounted police aud vol- 
unteers. 
Others have placed 
their 


houses in a state of defense, determined 
to light until assistance reaches them. 


Tho gravity of the situation bus not 


been exaggerated, although 
it is still 


hoped tlmt the promptness of the au- 
thorities in 
commencing operations 


against the Mutabeles may result in 
checking the spread of the rebellion. 


FeaiB are entertained for the safety of 
a party of 1000 bottlers, lyiuiily women 
and children, who are in the lager, in 
the vicinity of which a strong force of 
Matabelea has been 
reported. 
The 


settlers have only suflicleul provisions 
to last them a short time. Captain 
Hpreckels on Thursday, it IB announced, 
met and repulsed a strong body of 
Matabeles and inflicted great loss upon 
them. Spreckela' troopers escaped with 
only a few men wounded.

Mine ex- 
pert ing bns become a science, nud it is 
a'difficult thing to improve upon a mine 
expert of national reputation, and only 
men of this character nro employed to 
pnas upon n mining proposition tho pur- 
chase of which iuvolvjfis tho expenditure 
of largo sums of money. —Spokane 
Spokesman-Review.

THE FACULTY OF IMPARTING KNOWL- 


EDGE IS CERTAINLY LIMITED.

In tlio course of a sermon tho other 


day 0110

ed liia moral by contrasting the iutelli- 
goiico of tho brute with thut of man. 
"You can touch ii dog almost anything," 
said ho in substance, "but tho dog win- 
not impart tho knowledge ho receives 
from liiti master to unothur of> his kind. 
Hun, on thu otJior huiid, not only im- 
bibes know led go, but constantly gives 
of tbo best of his lourii ing to others. " 


Without pausing to discuss tho nionil 


truth thus illustrated it in not uuiutor- 
eating to make sonic inqniry as to tho 
correctness of tho clergyman's opinion 
that brutes havo not tho faculty of im- 
porting to thoir kind tho tilings which 
imiu has taught them. AH tu those proc- 
esses of thought which wo cull instinct, 
•which are involuntary and which arc 
obeyed in every individual of tho species 
with uo idea of improvement iu tho 
method, tho distinction between them 
and those processes which aro owing to 
association with mau is clearly marked. 
Thw ullectiou of tho female bruto for her 
young is instinctive, t Tho dog's uso of 
tho EOUBO of smell in tracking, the mi- 
grations of birds, tho comb building of 
l)ocs, tho tjlavemukiug of &omo species 
of ants and the yearly movement of salm- 
on and shad from tho sea into rivers 
mid back again—these are all iustine- 
tivo. Tho young of uuy of these would, 
left to itsolf, develop tlio sanio faculties 
in the same way without asking itself 
tho why or wherefore, und iu. maturity 
would bo as fully endowed with tho iu- 
etiuctivo functions as another individu- 
al which h;ul had tlio constant compan- 
ionship of members of its kind. 


But uiuiry animals aro capable of mcu- 


tal development; so far beyond tho oper- 
ation of instinct that the difference be- 
tween their reasoning powers ami those 
of man is very difficult to determine. A 
well trained shepherd dog will uot only 
drivo sheep to pasture, but will, wheu 
commanded, fetch them home. Wore 
than this, a shepherd dog, having been 
told to fetch homo u certain sheep out of 
tho flock (tho shepherd calling it by 
mime), has been known to obey tho com- 
mand without an instant's hesitation, 
singling out tho one sheep unerringly. 
Ho know the iuuuo uf cv^ry hhuup in thu 
flock, and could fetch any one that wus 
desired. 
Yet, with all his' intelligence 


tho dog could not teach another to do 
tho same thing. With every new dog tho 
shoplierd must go through ilui name, long, 
laborious process of touching him his 
business. Undoubtedly, tlio training of 
succcssivo generations through long pe- 
riods of timu lias developed in the collie 
a character which makes his training fur 
sheep herding easier thnn wutild other- 
wise be llio case. It is extremely im- 
probable that a pug or a spaniel could 
over bo trained to herd sheep, or thut u 
collio could be taught to point or set 
game. Hut let tlio collio or tho pointer 
run without breaking, and no matter 
how much .they mingled with trained' 
dogs of their distinct spccios tho one 
would never learn to tend sheep uor tlio 
other to point game. 


Thero was .lately published u volume 


of "Dog Stories From tho London Spec- 
tutor," in which wore gathered many 
anecdotes of tho stiguuity of dogs, but 
While they covered every imaginable ex- 
hibition of intelligence, affection, wis- 
dom, and oven humor, none of them 
demonstrated that one dog conld touch 
another any trick or duty that it had 
learned from its muster. 


It would bo supposed that if any ani- 


mal wore capable of imparting us woll 
as acquiring knowledge it would bo the 
<3og< yet it scums that tlnit generally in- 
tractable, mitiiadiablo creature, tho cat, 
actually bus this faculty. One instance 
of this in authentic. A tubby, having a 
bad hubit of leaping on tho dining tublo 
after tho family hud risen from it and 
of prowling over tlio fragments, was 
flnully ciuod by.being soundly cuffed on 
several occasions when she had boon 
caught in th« act. After awhile she h;td 
H litter of kittens, and ouo day when 
they were half grown one of thorn jump- 
ed on to u chair, and so to tho dining 
tablo. A member of tho household busy 
in tho next room saw tho mother cat 
leap up beside her offspring and cuff it 
Vigorously on Iho cars uutil it scrambled 
to tho floor. 


Another story which SPOIHS tn show 


that brutes can teach ouo another is told 
of u colony of rats. It cannot be vouched 
for, however. 
Hals aro fond of chnns, 


and tho narrator of this story, having 
loft « pile of Hie shellfish near tho back 
of his IIOUHO, naw tho rat creep up to 
them. 
Thuii- .shells were partly open. 


The rat flicked his tail into tho sholl of 
•ono, when instantly it shut down tight 
and the rat scampered away with it. 
Presently the nrt. relieved of its load, 
returned with half u do/on companions, 
•when each of them Hi rust its tail into 
tho shell of a -clam, which shut its 
jaws, and tho rats guyly mnrched off. 


This would seem to show that tho first 


xat instructed the others how to capture 
the clnrns. 
But how did tho first ono 


learu tho trick? Was it instinct or acci- 
dent, or had it learucd it from some patri- 
arch of Ji former generation? Perhaps 
the imitative instinct which is fonud 
in the lowest forms of lifb might ac- 
connt for this remarkable proceeding of 
tho ruts. But it is pretty certain that tho 
imitative instinct was not at work iu 
tho cat when it cuffed its young ouo. 
Tho interesting question is whether tho 
cat was intentionally punishing tho kit- 
ton for climbing on the tablo or simply 
chanced to bo in tlio humor for cuffing 
at that moment in that place without u 
thought of tho impropriety of its lao- 
havior.—Buffalo Courier.

PROFESSIONAL CHESS PROFITS. 


IMlMT lUWHdB SwtMlI !• VI*W Of

Professional chess players, consider* 


Ing tho laborious uuture of their work, 
the oharuotor of mind, and the long pre- 
paratory study required, mo probably ui* 
ill paid as uuy kind of intellectual 
workers. Tho professional chessplayer 
who earns by his play more than u dy- 
ceiit modest living in u highly successful 
muu. Au expert may bo hired to run a 
olioss automaton, und pluy with all 
comers ut a salary lest) than some type- 
writers euru. Thoro are in all tho world 
probably lens than hulf u hundred high- 
ly skilled professional chess players. 
Tho Hastings convention brought to- 
gether 32, and the number was notable. 


A few professional chess players »ro 


uen of moans, but for tho most part tho 
passion for tho gituio leads tbo profes- 
sional player to put aside material con- 
siderations in order to follow his bent. 
Some of the best kuown players dress 
shabbily and livo plainly. The ablest 
md most successful usually oko out their 
ncomes made directly from tho game 
jy writing on chess, discussing prob- 
,ems, and tho like. Books on chess sac- 
coed ouo another rapidly,, but uono has 
a largo sale. They are costly to produce, 
and tho stereotype plates aro of small 
value. Tho aggregate of considerable 
prizes offered in chess contests thrnngh- 
rat tho world amount H iu any ono your 
o only n few thousand dollars, and a 
stake of $1,000 is it largo one. Amateurs, 
who far outnumber the professionals, 
irovidotho purses and moot tho expenses 
)f tho match games. St. Petersburg is an 
inpurtaut chess center, and there tho 
iruveling expenses of the professionals 
aro made up by tho local clubs. 


Professional chess players are rarely 


men of liberal education and usually 
men of ono idea. Chess lias been tho di- 
version of grout and broad minded men, 
mt it is commonly the business of men 
levoted to ono idea. Tho professional 
chess player seems tireless in tho pursuit 
of the game. One whose duty it was to 
play sis hours a day with all comers at 
a place of amusement was accustomed 
;o follow his day'H work with two hours 
of laborious study,of special chess prob- 


It wiis this spirit that made Paul 


Uorphy of New Orleans abandon a 
promising career at tho bar and cling to 
ho game until his physician warned 
lim that ho must give it up or lose his 
reason, 


Famous as chess has long been, there 


ire comparatively few really skilled 
.niatours, and it is impossible to main- 
lain anywhere a very largo chess club. 
One of the largest in (he world is in this 
lity, yet it is nut it largo club compared 
with other successful clubs farmed on 
different lines. It itt almost impossible 
u this country to form a large chess 
club on any but socially democratic 
ines. Some of the best amateur chess 
tlayers aro mechanics who woi'M find 
ho utmosphoro of tlio ordinary social 
club quite unendurable. 
There is u 


strong contingent of .guotl diets players 
u tho Gerunm quarter. They frequent- 
t locally famous club, lodged in an old 
louse down Second iivenuuo, but known 
o chess experts tlio country over. 


Thero aro some oddly placed chess os- 


lorts in remote village.? who come to 
Now York perhaps ouco a year, as to 
lie chess headquarters of the country. 
~)no sucli man is a bank officer and gen- 
eral factotum in a small border state 
city. 
Although occupied with a tli on - 


iund business details ho finds time to 
iondnct games by correspondence with 
European experts, to arrange chess tour- 
lauicntH and to write upon chess. Whou 
10 comes to New York, he busies him- 
self among chess players to tho iiogloot 
of ull his fricndtt not equally devoted to 
:ho£umo.-—Now York Sun.

i. TALK WITH HIS ADHKKENTS 


There Is Folly Wtiicli Cannot Escape 


Its Penalty—Sonie Other 


Things. 


At the time of this writing it ia un- 


:nown whether Rev. I. T. Johnson is in 
his city or has departed from it. I in- 
line to the opinion that he is here or 
rithln easy reaching distance. How- 
iver, he is not in as voluable evidence 
IB he was but a few days ago. The peo- 
jle of Fresno have acted concerning 
ihn, and few will be found to say that 
hey acted other tL-au justly and dis- 
ireetly. The Rev. Johnson has not the 
iiinning of the serpent, but he should 
have the wisdom to heed this popular 
nvitation to move on. I am credibly 
nfonned, however, that very many of 
he Methodist brethren are inclined to 
uetain Mr. Johnson in this, his hour of 
aillictiou, aud to contend thnt he has 
been unjustly treated. With these, hia 
adherents, I wiah to have a little talk. 


i think that I know how you feel, 


good people. You feel that this man 
name to Fresno under your auspices, 
,hat you are in a sense responsible for 
.iim and that an attack on him may be 
construed as an at.tack on your church, 
ioreover, you had hoped for a great 
leal in connection with his presence 
lere, and it is not pleasant to see your 
iright hopes shattered. Thin ia very 
mm an and very natural, but I want to 
warn you that it is not very wise and 
not very right. Let us see if I am cor- 
net : 
This teacher of the high morality 


known as Christianity atood in your 
mlpit, and, in tho presence of hundreds 
»[ people, asserted—whether on his own 
authority or that of somebody else, mat- 
ters not—that two-thirds of the girls in 
.he city of Fresno are ruined before they 
are 14 years old. The words are tlieir 
own condemnation, and I have no lan- 
guage to add to the force of that con- 
demnation. Butlistcn.you who uphold 
,1ns man, and I will tell you what I be- 
lieve. I believe that it those words had 
jcen uttered by an ordinary man on a 
street corner of tlie city, he would not 
lave had time to finieh them before he 
would havo bueii knocked down. Why 
did Mr. Johnson escape with nothing 
jut a resolution of condemnation upon 
him? It wae because he was a clergy- 
man, and tho respect which was imt felt 
[or him was accorded to his profession. 
You think that there is a strong desire 
in a largo part of the populace to hit a 
clergyman. It would be a significant 
confession to make if it were true. Jiut

Were 
it otherwise, he could with hia millions 
have given the United States tho newa- 
panor that journalists dream of—one 
with the money to exceed all others in 
enterprise, and so rich aa to ho above 
anything sordid ; Sam Bowies' Spnng- 
iield Kepublican on a grand acale, with 
the HcmM'* and World't hunger to get 
and make news added. Hearst havii't 
it in him even to conceive of such a 
newspaper or to appreciate how noblo 
its success would he. But for all that 
he ie not mercenary in ft amrtll aud low 
sense—and $30,000 ia email to him.

On Sat- 
urday morning laat it spoke, explaining 
that the $1000 a month had been paid 
on a $30,000 contract for advertising m 
the World's Fair edition. On the same 
afternoon what purported to be the real 
contract was published. Though it lias 
been widely nrinted, I cony it here, 
since I need it aa the basis tor some re- 
marks. The sentence in brackets was, 
it ia stated on Southern Pacific author- 
its, omitted at the request of the fijcam- 
iiifr'fl representative: 


"The company (is to enjoy immunity 


from hostility in the columns of the AV- 
aminer) is not to be the victim of men- 
dacious Attack or criticism, or of misrep- 
resentation; that the Ib-awhur will not 
seek to create hostile sentiment m tbe 
minilu ot the community against tho 
Southern 1'actfic Company, or any of 
the interests it represents, and that 
while not stipulating as againat all 
criticism, it agrees that criticism shall 
not proceed from any uiotivo of malice 
or malignity, and that each criticism as 
may be found necessary to keep and 
maintain the confidence of the public, 
to the extent that any public sentiment 
uiav have bsss '_'r?»*od from other 
"ourcee, ia to be avoided as much afl pos- 
iible." 
If that is genuine, it is a perfect model 


of a blackmail contract. On Sunday, 
the day after ita publication, Mr. Hearst 
telegraphed from New York diTiarint! 
that if any such document existed it 
must be a forgery ; that he was in Egypt 
when the advertising engagement was 
entered into, but that Mr. P ilmer. the 
business manager who represented him 
here at the tune, assured him that ho 
had signed no contract of the sort, nor 
even tliscueeuil such a transaction. Tne 
7^.rn»ii'/icr, also, on its proprietor's au- 
thority, denounced the quoted contract 
ns spurious. Everybody looked for the 
immediate production ot the cualntut in 
fac-simile by the railroad company, but 
up to this writing it has not been forth- 
coming, and, what is still more remark- 
able, the JiVd/Hi'm-Miaa made no demand 
for its production, or for a allowing of 
the innocent contract, if one there be, 
on which the advertising was giv^n. 
That there ia a contract ot eome kind 
there can, of course, be no doubt. The 
business manager of the paper, writing 
to Vice President Crocker on March 21, 
1894 (the AVaminer has printed the let- 
ter), said: 
"A few days ago, while talking with 


Irving M. Scott, he informed me that 
the Ji.rfiMinuT was in receipt of a sub- 
sidy from the Southern Pacific, to-wit, 
tho sum of *1000 per month, paid 
monthly for thirty months, and ho 
stated that the time waa arranged to 
cover two sessions of the legislature. 
He had the most intimate knowledge of 
the matter under discussion, down to 
the smallest details, which he could 
only have received from some one high 
in the counsels of the Southern Pacific." 


It is also admitted by the Examiner 


that when $22,000 of the $30,000 had 
heen paid the Southern Pacific refused 
further payments, distinctly on 
the 


ground that the company was not re- 


cility of the treatment winch it has 
given the appalling situation excites the 
wonder and scorn of newspaper men. 


A noteworthy feature of th'e ecandal 


ia that nobody* appeara to have an eye 
for anybody concerned in it aside from 
Hearst and his paper. 
The uncon- 


sciousness of the assumption, that it is 
not reprehensible for tho Southern Pa- 
cilic to bribe a newspaper ie eloquent of 
the education this community has ac- 
quired under the rule of the rich. To 
buy up their enemies, journalists, legal 
and others, ia held by public opinion to 
be in thu line ot legitimate self -def ens u. 
The consequences of this view, moral, 
political, social aud commercial, it is 
not necessary to discant upon, hook at 
Sun Francieco and aee the frui

THE CLUB BULLETIN BOARD. 


A Primitive Method at Com m mi lent Ion 


Tlmt Carrlcn Mauy Message... 


Every well regulated club has a prim- 


itive uiid picturuscmo method of com- 
munication with itsinombow. This sur- 
vival of iui curlier timo is the bulletin 
board. 
Hero is tho tmnsioui record of 


olub news, tlio family gossip, tho list of 
delinquents and delinquencies. 
Every- 


body glances at tho bulletin board in 
passing, because now matter is posted 
dully, and some of it may concern every 
inoinbor. It (B thought indolicato to lin- 
ger loiig'al tho bonrd, for wbllo part of 
tho punishment of delinquents is pub- 
licity a man blushes to be found scan- 
ning too closely tho names of those thus 
pilloried. Thero is tho familiar and per- 
manent list of those in arrears for "house 
account," as the-phraso is. 


You may read thero thestoryof men's 


financial straits. Everybody cornea to 
expect certain recurrent names, and ev- 
erybody smiles at the appearance in this 
list of names that would ho good for 
nmuy thousands at tho bottom of a 
chock. Tho habitual delinquents tako a 
sort of comfort in being found in such 
company. It is more serious when a 
uarno appears in tho list of those sus- 
pended from club privileges for nonpay- 
ment of IIOUBO accounts. Thero was a 
timo when club,credits wero so liberal 
that a member of three or four cluba 
could easily livo u year upon credit by 
exhausting his credit at each iu turn. 
Tboro used to ho gossip of hundreds of 
dollars owed to clubs by siuglo mom born, 
men o£ known expectations, who could 
hardly fail to pay up in timo. But club 
credits huvo been greatly curtailed of 
hito years, and thero aro fow clubs 
where a man iimy get in debt beyond 
$50 for supplies. 


Worse yot is tho list of those posted 


for nonpayment of dues, for this implies 
n possible willingness to rotiro from the 
club in delinquency. Posting, however, 
usually has a salutary effect upon sucli 
delinquents, and tho posted list of sus- 
pensions for nonpayment of dues always 
rapidly melts away. Komo names aro 
transferred to tho list of thoso dropped 
for nonpayment of dues. There is 
worse limbo than this—tho list of thoso 
expelled. That, however, is always 
short list, as expulsions iiro rare, and 
sometimes, indeed, thoy aro not an- 
nounced by posting. 


Lists of persons proposed for member- 


ship nro Gubjoct to trtruugo vicissitudes. 
Most Now York clnbp huvo a committee 
on membership, whoso duties are edi- 
torial, so to speak. Its business ifl to 
keep out unfit applicants for member- 
ship. Somo mtmos appear mouth after 
mouth, and then Dually cense to appear 
in tho list of applicants without having 
appourcd in tho list of now members. 
This rnouus that tho persistence of the 
nduiinsious commit too has tired out tho 
frieudB of the rejected applicant. 


Thoro is a pleasant custom, u courte- 


ous convention of omb lifo, that finds 
expression on the bulletin board. 
It is 


tho card of u departing visitor with tho 
familiar P. P. C. and "To tho president 
and members uf tho 
club." This 


antique courtesy seoius to ho a Survival 
of n timo when clubs wero Hiuallor ami 
moro intimate than now, and when a 
visitor, enjoying the hospitalities of tho 
olub for ten days, might bo supposed to 
havo mot ull tho frequenters of tho place. 
Doubtless it is a proper form of faro- 
woll, but it seems a littlo incongruous 
with tho state of affairs in a club of 
2,fiOO members whore 
Iho visiting 


fitrmigur may uot huvo mado tho ac- 
quaintance of u dozen frequenters of tlio 
club. 


Every club bulletin bonrd hours from 


time to time u littlo black bordered curd 
with the name of a member aud tho 
dato of his death, while tho flag on tho 
roof ilius for a single day at half mast. 
Sometimes tho lost member in u man 
whose death has stirred thowholo town. 
Oftcnor ho is ono unknown to tho great 
host of hia follow members. 
Known or 


unknown, however, his name will go 
into tho over lengthening list of "De- 
ceased" at tho ond of tho next yoar'a 
club book.—Now York Sun.

ment and accordingly ho "kept his eyo 
on it," 
When Pigott died, ho was un- 


fortunately unahlo to purchase it, but ho 
brought it to tho notice of a dealer, 
who mmrod it for £!tOO. It was shortly 
ifterward Hold to General Oliver for 
:i50, and tho general, being a friend of 


L'iatti, ultimately presented tho 'cello 
to him, with tho remark, "I always in- 
tended it for you."
